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California Woman’s Hospital. 


This Hospital is devoted exclusively to the treatment of 
women, and only such cases are admitted. 


It is open to all, irrespective of creed or nationality, and offers 
the comforts of a home, in addition to surgical and medical treat- 
ment. The Woman’s Hospital exists as a purely medical charity, 
and gives relief to three classes of patients. 


Ist. To those who are destitute and unable to pay anything. 


2d. To those whose means are too limited to enable them 
to pay for private medical attendance at home. 


3d. To those who are able to pay for medical attendance 
and all Hospital charges, and prefer to enter the Hospital to avail 
themselves of the benefits of its appliances. These are known as 


private patients, 


The first class receives all the benefits of this Hospital, includ- 
ing board and nursing, free of charge. 


The second class is required to pay a moderate sum for 
board, while receiving medical attendance and ordinary nursing 
without charge. 


The Surgeons and staff receive no remuneration for their ser- 
vices in treatment of these two classes of patients, except the 
Resident Surgeon, who is a salaried officer. 


Out-patients are also treated gratuitously by the Surgeon and 
Assistants. 


For admission apply to the Lady Managers, the Matron at 
the Hospital, or to the Surgeons. 


In order that the objects for which the California Woman’s 
Hospital was established, and the nature of the work done, and 
the charity dispensed by it, may be dstimctly understood, the 
Managers deem it advisable that they should be clearly and 
explicitly stated. 


There are now eight free beds for the reception of patients 








who contribute nothing toward their support, and who receive 
board, nursing, medicines and medical attendance /vee of charge. 


Each free patient represents an average cost to the Hospital 
of $35 a month; but in cases where serious operations are per- 
formed this cost is greatly increased, and the cost of the ye 
Ward may safely be stated at an average permanent charge of 
$350 per month. 


There are, in addition, three endowed beds, making a total of 
eleven free patients who receive the benefits of the Hospital without 
any charge. 


Eight beds are also set apart for patients at the moderate sum 
of $7.50 per week; and there are other beds at $10 per week, or 
more, according to the accommodations and attendance required. 


A patient may be able to pay a moderate charge for board, 
and prefer to do so, and yet be unable to pay for private medical 
attendance at home, the cost of nurses, and all the medical 
appliances her case requires. This Hospital accommodates that 
class of patients without charge for medical attendance. 


The Hospital is also prepared to receive a number of private 
patients, who may make their own arrangements with any member 
of the medical staff for treatment, enjoy absolute privacy, and 
thus avail themselves of the advantages afforded by skillful nurses 
and constant medical supervision, rather than remain at home or 
endeavor to secure these at any public hotel. 


Two days in the week (Wednesday and Saturday, from 
Ir A. M. to 12 M.) advice and treatment are given by the Surgeon 
and Resident Surgeon to indigent outside patients, free of charge. 


The enlargement of the Hospital adds greatly to its efficiency, 
and it is hoped that a knowledge of the advantages it offers to 
suffering women may be extended all over the Pacific Coast. 


All interested are cordially invited to visit and examine for 
themselves, the Trustees and Lady Managers desiring it to be widely 
known and understood that it is an institution whose domestic 
affairs are managed by kind, generous, noble women, for relieving 
the diseases of their sex. | 
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The Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital, 
having learned that owing to the existence of the word ‘* State’’ in 
the name of this charity, much misapprehension exists as to its 
character, its means of subsistence, and the nature of the relief 
it affords, think it advisible to make the following statement, for the 
information of the public, and patients applying for admission: 


They wish it to be understood that the Hospital is a pure 
charity; that it receives no State aid, and is in a measure dependent 
on public contribution for its support. It is, therefore, not a 
‘* State” institution in any sense, and the original incorporators 
made a great but unintentional mistake in not designating it ‘* The 
Woman’s Hospital of the State of California,” which is its proper 
designation. To remedy this misnomer, the Trustees wish it to be 
named ‘‘ The California Woman’s Hospital,” and will only retain 
the word ‘‘State” in their strictly official records, and by this 
designation it will be known in future. 


All patients admitted to the Hospital, whether free, pay or 
private patients, are under the entire management of the Board 
of Trustees and Lady Managers. 


The first two classes are the patients for whose relief the 
Hospital was founded, and for whose benefit it is carried on; but 
the Lady Managers deeply regret to learn that from time to time 
applicants have not hesitated to avail themselves of the relief this 
charity affords, who are adle to pay for the services of a medical 
man outside its walls; and they feel that knowingly to sanction 
this practice would be an injury to the profession at large and a 
prostitution of the objects of a public charity. 


Patients desirious of admission into the Hospital who are able 
to pay for medical services in addition to the Hospital charges, 
must enter as private patients only, and can select as their special 
medical attendant any member of the Medical Staff. 


Should it be at any time found that in disregard of these 
regulations any patient, by misrepresentation of her circumstances, 
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has obtained gratuitous medical relief, instant dismissal will be 
enforced. 


The Lady Managers wish further to add that while the 
usual day and night nursing is furnished to boarders they must 
provide themselves with a private nurse in case a capital operation 
is performed or when the illness is so serious as to demand 
extra nursing.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


California Woman’s Hospital. 


I. This Hospital admits three classes of patients, viz. : 
Ist. Those that are destitute and unable to pay anything. 


2d. Those whose means are too limited to enable them to pay 
for medical attendance at home. 


3d. Patients desiring to place themselves under the exclusive care 
of some member of the Medical Staff are required to 
make all preliminary arrangements in regard to fees, etc., 
with the same prior to treatment. 


N. B.—All pay patients requiring surgical operations will be 
subjected to a charge sufficient to cover the expense of 
ether, dressings, etc. 


II. Terms of Board: From seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) per week and upwards, according to accommodations. 


III. Board must be paid in advance for the first month; 
afterwards fortnightly, in advance. Any patient whose board 
shall be in arrears over one week will be required to leave. 
Patients remaining for short periods only shall pay not less than 
two dollars ($2) a day. 


IV. Patients occupying free wards will not be permitted te 
intrude upon the pay patients; neither shall pay patients be 
allowed in the free wards. 


V. Articles requested by a patient, not usually provided, 
will be charged as extras. Extra meals, 50 cents. 


VI. No spirituous liquors or provisions of any kind shall be 
brought into the Hospital and given to patients, except by 
permission of the Matron or Surgeon. 
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VII, Extra nursing, if required, shall be provided by 
boarders. 


VIII. Patients well enough to take their meals at table are 
required to do so. 


IX. Patients in the free ward, who are able, shall render such 
service as the Matron may direct. 


X. Lights must be extinguished at 9 p. M. 


XI. Anything injured or destroyed by patients must be 
restored or paid for by them. 


XII. Visitors are admitted every afternoon trom 2 to 5 P.M. 
Male visitors can remain but twenty minutes in the wards, and no 
one can be admitted in the evening. Patients will receive male 
visitors in the reception room when well enough to do so. 


XIII. No patient shall leave the Hospital unless by permission 
of her Physician, and no one shall be out after nightfall. 


XIV. Any cause of complaint shall be made directly to the 
Surgeon or Matron; and in case of their inability to remove the 


difficulty, they shall report to the President Board of Lady 
Managers. 


XV. Boarders will be charged a moderate price for medicines. 


XVI. Patients will be visited daily by the Surgeons or other 
medical officer in attendance. 


XVII. The Management will not be responsible for money 
or valuables unless deposited in the safe of the Hospital.

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Report of the President

Board of Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hospital. 


Lo the Honorable Board of Trustees of the California Woman's 
flospital, 

GENTLEMEN:—In presenting the 27th Annual Report of this 
Hospital for the year ending 1894, we as Lady Managers are 
conscious of the fact that this period has been more than ordinarily 
eventful. Joy and gladness, sorrow and bereavement have equally 
marked our experience, 


We have been called to mourn the loss of Mrs. Abraham 
Halsey, our honored and beloved Secretary, who died in London 
November 12th of this year. Among the large circle of friends, 
whose hearts were stricken by this untimely event, there were few 
to whom it came with such sad significance and unutterable sorrow 


as to her associates and co-laborers of the Board of Managers oj 
this Hospital. 


As a strong force in carrying forward this work and helping to 
Shape its policy, Mrs. Halsey had been pre-eminent. Who could 
supply the place made vacant by her death was the question that 
confronted us. We were then brought to realize how much de- 
pended upon her devotion to this work and upon her unselfish labor 
for its advancement. But the necessities of the situation called for 
immediate action on our part, volunteers from among our numbers 
responded to the call of duty, and under Providence the work 
goes on. 


During the year that has passed, the affairs of this Hospital 
have been carried on under circumstances of extreme difficulty, 
Owing, as you are aware, to the depressed financial condition of the 
country and consequent lack of funds. We have had the experi- 
€nce common to all public institutions, that while expenses have 
been increasingly large, revenues have been in an inverse ratio. 

Reference to our Medical Report shows the amount of purely 
charitable work accomplished since our last annual meeting. The 
number of sick, destitute women we have cared for, medical 
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attendance, medicine, nursing and support, given absolutely free, 
shows this branch of our work to be a charity in its widest sense. 


But while we have crowded our rooms and beds with non- 
paying patients, it has been done by sheer force of will and in the 
very face of discouragement and pecuniary loss. In consequence 
of financial distress, very many paying patients, so called, have 
failed in their obligations to the hospital, until at this date we have 
on our books over $2,000 of accounts from which absolutely 
nothing can be collected. We have, therefore, to report this 
deficit as gratuitous and charitable work for the public. 


The great amount of suffering and destitution among women 
of the laboring classes is almost unknown to the ordinary observer. 
It is only under special circumstances that such knowledge is 
gained. To extend our ministration to this deserving class of 
women who appeal to us so constantly for relief is the question of 
the hour. Sorrow and suffering on one hand, limited means and 
lack of adequate funds on the other, this is the problem we are 
daily called upon to solve. 


It is quite right and natural, when the question arises with in- 
dividvals, of devising money for charitable purposes, that the wel- 
fare and happiness of the orphans in our midst is the first thought. 
Childhood in its helplessness appeals most strongly to our sym- 
pathy and benevolence. Every humane person feels this, and not 
only so as individuals, but the State has by its enactments and its 
bounty declared that ‘‘ these little ones” are its most sacred trust 
and are protected and supported as such. Does it ever occur to 
those interested that, if we could do more for the sick mothers in 
alleviating their distress and restoring them to health and usefulness, 
there would be fewer orphans weeping in sorrow and loneliness? 


There are many charitable people with greater or less means 
in this community who rejoice to find opportunities of doing good. 
We trust they,will respond:to: our appeal and aid us more abund- 
antly in bearing this burden, now resting upona few. Thus, while 
we are Striving patiently and faithfully to do this work of to-day, 
we trust that in the future, to which we look, the public will realize 
more and yet more, the importance of this field of charitable and 
unselfish labor. 
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The remedial and operative work of this Hospital has gone 
steadily on since our last report. By comparing the results of the 
two years preceding this, we find that in the year ending 1892 there 
were treated in the Hospital 230 patients. 


In 1893, 522 patients. 
In 1894, 465 patients. 


The decrease in numbers during the last year has been due, 
as I have already stated, to ‘‘ hard times,” which made it impossible 
for many patients to pay even the Hospital fee and whose pride 
kept them from applying as charity patients. 


During the past year our original Building Fund of fifteen 
thousand five hundred dollars has been enriched by a gift from the 
Mary A. Crocker Trust Fund of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), 
Also a gift from our First Vice-President, Mrs. C. B. Alexander, 
of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500). These timely and generous 
gifts have enabled us to carry out our long deferred plan, namely, 
the erection of a large and commodious annex to our present 
building. 

This has been done and the structure is nearing completion 
and will meet a want that has been most urgent. The building 
will give us a new and complete surgery, constructed upon the 
most scientific plans and equipped with the best appliances known 
to art. The operating, etherizing, sterilizing and microscopical 
roums will be floored and wainscotted in stone, and the ceiling in 
glass. The entire Surgical Department will be furnished with a 
system of ventilating pipes, through which by the aid of powerful 
machinery the air can be entirely changed in less than two minutes, 
if it should be found at any time necessary. 


In fact no known means will be omitted to insure the most 
perfect sanitary and aseptic conditions, and it is intended that 
our surgery and all appliances connected therewith shall be equal, 
if not superior, to any in the world at the present time. 


Connecting with these rooms are rooms for surgeons,. dressing 
rooms, lavatories, etc. The building also gives us eight private 
rooms for our most critical cases. On. the first floor we have.a 
Jarge, airy and well-lighted sitting and receiving room for the.use, 
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of free house patients and for outside patients who attend our free 
semi-weekly clinic. 

The whole of the building is lighted, warmed and made as 
homelike and pleasant as possible. The probable cost of building 
and furnishing the annex will be $25,000. 


We are fully conscious of our responsibility as agents for the 
public in the custody and disbursements of the funds of this insti- 
tution, in the line of organized work. We believe in the useful- 
ness and beneficence of this work and have faith in its permanence. 


The enlargement and improvement of our present building 
furnishes us with greater opportunities for good, and we are deeply 
grateful to those who by moral force and by money have aided us 
so substantially to this end. 


Doctor Vowinckel as head-surgeon has fully justified our con- 
fidence in him as a medicalman. His great skill asa gynecologist, 
his marked success in our surgical work, his uniform kindness and 
courtesy entitle him to our highest commendation. 


Our thanks are also due our Resident Surgeon, Dr. L. F. 
Garrigues, and Dr. W. G. Tucker, interne, for valuable services in 
our surgical work 


To the members of the visiting and consulting staff of this 
Hospital we return our most grateful acknowledgments for help in 
carrying forward this work to success. 


Our matron, Miss Hall, has been untiring in her devotion to 
the interests of this Hospital. The administration of all matters 
under. her supervision has been admirable. The harmony existing 
among our patients, nurses and subordinates is largely due to her 
judicious kindness. 


Our class of nurses in training is always at its limit as regards 
numbers and general capability. Our system of training enforces 
obedience to orders, strict adherence to rules and a just estimate 
of the value of personal.integrity, virtue and of faithfulness in all 
things. 


To arrive at this. standard of excellence their education aid 


training is Most systematic, exacting and thorough. 


Nurses who receive diplomas from the California Woman’s 
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Hospital and wear its badge, after serving the prescribed course, 
can be relied upon as qualified and competent nurses under all 
circumstances, 

The domestic affairs of this Hospital have been conducted in 
a most satisfactory manner since its reorganization of the preceding 
year. By careful management we have kept current expenses at 
the lowest possible limit. 

To this end we are indebted to Miss Christine Wilson, our 
loyal and efficient housekeeper for the practical and systematic 
supervision of all matters under her care, and we desire in this re- 
port to testify to our appreciation of her services. 


SUMMARY. 


The results of the work and experience of the past year have 
been in the main satisfactory. 

Our surgical and curative work has been eminently successful. 
The death rate has not exceeded 2 75 per cent., which, considering 
the critical nature of the diseases treated, makes an exceedingly 
low average. 

Everything pertaining to our material interests has been con- 
stantly considered, and no right means to further the welfare of this 
institution has been neglected. 

We trust that not only the public, but that our Trustees wil! 
keep themselves well advised of our management of the affairs of 
the California Woman’s Hospital and thus by intimate and personal 
knowledge be able to direct and aid in its administration. 

To all friends who have encouraged us with gifts of clothing, 
fruit and flowers, or by their timely visits have shown their sym- 
pathy for the sick and distressed in our care, we extend our grateful 
thanks. 

Thanking your Honorable Board for past kindness and courtesy, 
and trusting that the harmony of feeling and unanimity of purpose 
that has hitherto marked the relation of both Boards may ever con-

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Nurses’ Department. 


This Hospital has a department devoted to the education and 
training of nurses. A regular course of study is pursued; lectures 
by the Surgeon in charge, other members of the staff, and Matron, 
given at stated periods; examinations held and thorough efficiency 
exacted. 


Young women desiring to become professional nurses are 
received upon proper application. After two years’ training and 
experience in the Hospital, strict compliance with the rules and 
regulations prescribed, good conduct, and having passed the final 
examination for graduation successfully, they are given the Hospital 
Diploma as Medical and Surgical Nurses, and presented with its 
Gold Badge by the President of the Board of Lady Managers. 


Application and Requisites. 


The most desirable age for applicants is between 20 and 30 
years. 


They must possess a good school education; write legibly; be 
of sound health; of sufficient physical capacity to undergo the labor 
and fatigue incident to the profession of a nurse, kind and cheerful 
disposition, and must present, on application, a certificate from 
some responsible person as to their good character. 


Applicants will be received for the first month on probation ; 
during this month they are boarded and lodged at the expense of 
the Hospital, but receive no pecuniary compensation. The 
Surgeon in charge at the end of the month will decide as to the 
capabilities of applicants and the propriety of retaining them as 
nurses. The same authority can suspend or discharge a nurse at 
any time during her course for misconduct, neglect or inefficiency, 
the reasons therefor being always reported to the President of the 
Board of Lady Managers. 


Nurses will receive a monthly allowance of $10 for the balance 
of the first year and $15 for the second year of their term, for 
personal expenses, and be treated and cared for as members of the 


household, a 
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A vacation of two weeks in each year will be arranged for and 
given the nurses, but no remuneration will be allowed for this or 
other time lost from actual service. 

Due regard is always taken of the health and proper enjoyment 
of the nurses and opportunities afforded them for outdoor exercise 
and relaxation. 

Nurses are required to dress in the uniform of the Hospital; 
to be kind and courteous to each other, tender and cheerful to the 
patients; neat and cleanly about their persons and rooms, and in 
the discharge of their duties. 4/so to be careful and economical 
in the use of the Hospital furniture and appliances, and especially 
particular in carrying out the instructions of the Surgeons.

Articles of Incorporation. 


STATE OF CALIFORNIA, 
DeEp’T oF STATE. 


SACRAMENTO, February 19, 1873. 


I, Drury Melone, Secretary of State of the State of California, 
do hereby certify that a copy of Articles of Incorporation was filed 
in this office, pursuant to the provisions of the Civil Code, on the 
nineteenth day of February, a. D. 1873, containing the following 
statement of facts: 

1. That the name of the corporation is California State 
Woman’s Hospital. 

2. That the purpose for which it is formed is to nurse, care 
for and provide medical and surgical treatment for sick and indigent 
women. 

3. The place where its principal business is to be transacted 
is San Francisco, California. 

4. The time for which it is to exist is fifty years. 

5. The number of its directors or trustees is eleven. That 
a meeting was held in the City of San Francisco January 28, 1873, 
at which a majority of the members were present, and voted for 
- trustees, who were then and there elected. And the names and 
residences of those who are appointed for the first year are:

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CONSTITUTION AND -BY-LAWS 


OF THE 
California State Woman’s Hospital. 


SAN FRANCISCO. 





ORGANIZED 1868. [NCORPORATED 1873. 
CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE If. 
This Society shall be known as the CALIFORNIA STATE 
WoMAN’S HOSPITAL. 
ARTICLE Il. 


The object of this Society shall be to establish and maintain, 
in the City and County of San Francisco, a hospital for the treat- 
ment of diseases peculiartowomen. Incurable cases not admitted. 


ARTICLE III. 


Any person who shall subscribe twelve dollars ($12) per annum 
to the funds of the Hospital, may be ballotted for at any meeting 
of the Trustees, and, if he or she receives two-thirds of the vote 
cast, shall be a member for the ensuing year and be entitled to vote 
for Trustees at the annual election. Any person contributing $roo 
to the funds of the Hospital shall become a life member and 
entitled to all the privileges of members. Ladies acting as man- 
agers may be elected as members without contributing. Honorary 
members or officers may be elected by the Board of Trustees for 
eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of eleven 
Trustees, of whom five (5) shall constitute a quorum. Those 
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named in the deed of incorporation shall hold until their successors 
are elected. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Board of ‘Trustees shall appoint their own officers, enact 
their By-Laws, and fillall vacancies occurring in their body between 
the annual meetings. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The annual meeting of members for the election of Trustees 
shall be held in the City of San Francisco on the last Monday of 
January. The place of meeting, and the hour, shall be advertised 
at least five (5) days before the election. None but memders shall 
be eligible as Zruszees. 

ARTICLE VII. 


The Trustees shall have power to hold stated meetings, and to 
adopt measures to conduct the affairs of the institution. They may 
also hold special meetings on the call, by notice in writing, of the 
Secretary, on the request of any two of the Trustees, the object of 
the meeting being specified in the notice;'and they shall exercise a 
general superintendence over the affairs of said institution. They 
shall also have power, individually or collectively, to visit the Hos- 
pital at any time and inspect all its appurtenances. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be entrusted to a 
Board of Lady Managers, #o de appointed by the Board of Trustees, 
to consist of nine (g) ladies, who shall have power to increase their 
number to twenty-four (24). 


ARTICLE IX. 
The Medical Staff shall consist of the Surgeon, Resident Sur- 
geon, Visiting Surgeons, a Pathologist and Visiting Oculist. 
ARTICLE X., 


The Surgeon, Resident Surgeon and Visiting Staff shall be 


appointed by the Board of Trustees annually, after their election at 
the annual meeting. 
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The Medical Staff may be’ enlarged, or vacancies therein filled, 
at any meeting of the Trustees during the year. 

All resignations from. the Medical Staff must be tendered to 
the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Surgeon shall be required to make an annual report to the 
Trustees, to be read at the annual meeting of the Hospital and for 
publication, of the number of patients treated in the Hospital, in 
the out-department, and the number and character of operations 
performed. The number of deaths and such other information as 
may be deemed necessary to acquaint the public with the work and 
charity accomplished in the institution during the year. 


ARTICLE XII. 

It shall be the duty of the Surgeon and Resident Surgeon to 
attend without any charge whatever all free pavien¢s, and all those 
admitted to the Hospital who are only able to pay for board and 
medicines. In case of their absence or inability to perform these 
duties, the staff shall choose from their number one or more mem- 
bers, as shall be deemed necessary, to assume charge temporarily, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote of 


two-thirds of the members present at any annual meeting, or at any 
special meeting called for that purpose, pursuant to Article VI. 
ARTICLE XIV. 

At any annual meeting, or general meeting, to be held pursu- 
ant to By-Laws, any absent member may, by his written proxy, 
authorize any member present to cast his vote on any question 
before the Board; and at any special meeting of the Board, to be 
called under Article VI, when the object of the meeting is specified 
in the notice, any absent member may, by writing signed by him, 
state his vote on the question, which ‘shall be entered by the Sec- 
retary with the same effect as if such member were personally present 
and so voting; provided, that in all such cases there shall be at least 
three (3) members of the Board present, and not less than five (5) 
votes cast, including such written votes.

SECTION II. 


It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings 


of the Board. In his absence the Vice-President shall take his 
place. ;

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep safely all moneys 
belonging to the Hospital, and to pay drafts, to be signed by the 
President or Vice-President, and countersigned by the Secretary, 


which shall be made for payment of bills certified by the Board of 
Lady Managers to the Trustees. 


SECTION IV. 


The By-Laws may be

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BY-LAWS FOR LADY MANAGERS. 





—OF THE— 


California Woman’s Hospital. 








ARTICLE I. 


The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be administered by 
a Board of Lady Managers, consisting of seventeen or more, 
appointed by the Board of Trustees at their annual meeting. Five 
of this number shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

At their stated monthly meeting next after their appointment 
they shall elect from their number, by ballot, a President, a First 
Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, 
a Secretary anda Treasurer. A majority of the votes of the Lady 
Managers shall be necessary to make an election. 

In case the Board shall fail to elect any officer or officers on 
the day above specified for the purpose, or in case of death or 
resignation, such election may be made at any special or stated 


meeting thereafter. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Board of Lady Managers shall meet monthly, on the first 
Wednesday of each month, for receiving and examining bills and 
accounts and making arrangements for paying the same. 

They shall take charge of all moneys received for board of pay 
patients, shall be empowered to receive donations and subscriptions, 
and shall pay all the current expenses of the Hospital, drawing 
from the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, by an order or receipt 
duly signed by the Treasurer, whatever money may be required, 
and paying over to him any surplus they may have after each 
month’s expenses have been paid. 

The Surgeon shall have charge of all matters pertaining to the 
interests of the Hospital, under the Direction of the Board of Lady 
Managers. He shall be responsible for its remedial and surgical 
work and shall render a careful and full report at each regular 
monthly meeting. He shall engage and discharge all nurses. 
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ARTICLE III. 


If any member of the Board shall be absent for three con- 
secutive meetings, without sending to the President or Secretary a 
sufficient excuse, her place may be declared vacant by a vote of 
the Board, the Secretary notifying the absent member of the fact. 

The Board of Lady Managers shall have power to fill any 
vacancies that occur in their number during the year. 


ARTICLE ‘IV. 


A fine of one dollar shall be imposed upon any Lady Manager 
failing to attend the stated meetings of the Board; absence from 
the State or sickness being the only excuses from non-attendance. 


ARTICLE ‘V. 
The President shall have power to call special meetings of the 
Board whenever she shall deem the same advisable, and shall 
preside at all meetings, or, in her absence, one of the Vice-Presi- 


dents. Should these officers be absent, a temporary President may 
be chosen from among the ladies present. 


ARTICLE VI. : 


The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of all 
regular and special meetings; inform all officers of their election; 
keep minutes of business meetings; file all business letters; take 
charge of bills after payment; and prepare the annual financial 
report of the Board of Lady Managers. 


ARTICEB. VIE. 


The Treasurer shall at every meeting report the state of the 
Treasury; shall receipt for all money paid in for current expenses, 
and shall disburse the same, as authorized by the Board of Lady 
Managers, paying over any surplus of receipts monthly to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE | VIII. 


The Board shall appoint annually a Purchasing Committee, 
who shall purchase all necessary supplies, as required, and present 
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the bills for the same at the next business meeting. They shall 
also appoint an Auditing Committee of two, who shall examine all 
bills before they are presented to the Board, certify to their cor- 


rectness and exercise a general supervision over the receipts and 
expenditures. 


ARTICLE IX, 


A Visiting Committee of two shall be appointed alphabetically 
at each monthly meeting to visit the Hospital once each week or 
supply a substitute from the Board. It shall be their duty to 
inspect the various wards, to see that patients are properly cared for, 
to examine every department of the Hospital and report at each 
monthly meeting of the Board. 


ARTICLE X. 


A Matron shall be appointed by the Board of Lady Managers 
annually, to hold office during their pleasure. She shall see that 
all instructions from the Physicians are faithfully carried out and 
enforced. She shall have charge of the nurses and superintend 
their education under the direction of the Surgeon. She shall be 
responsible for the order, decorum and morals of those under hcr 
charge. She shall have power to collect moneys from paying 
patients, keeping an exact account of the same, and render a full 
report at each regular monthly meeting. 

A housekeeper shall be appointed annually by the Board of 
Lady Managers, to hold office during their pleasure. She shall 
have charge of all servants and household affairs properly under 
her care. She shall have careful supervision of the Domestic De- 
partment of the Hospital under the direction of its Lady Managers. 

She shall keep an exact account of all moneys received and 
paid out by her, reporting the same to the Board of Lady Managers 
at each regular monthly meeting. 

The housekeeper shall have charge of the diet kitchen in the 
preparation of food for patients under the direction of Surgeon and 
Matron, and shall give it her daily attention. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person wishing to enter the Hospital for medical treat- 
ment must be referred to the Surgeon in charge for admission. 
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ARTICLE XII. 


Flonorary officers or members may be elected by the Board 
of Lady Managers for eminent services rendered in the Board or 
to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular monthly meet- 
ing, notice of the amendment having been given in writing at the 
previous meeting, and the amendment to be voted on having been 
stated in the notice calling the meeting.
